Telephone 
Companies 
Still Delaying 

The next step for Pacific 
and General Telephone com- 
I)anies may be another ap¬ 
peal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court in their long litiga¬ 
tion with he California Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission 
aganst re&inding monies to 
ratepayers and reduc i n g 
rales. 

The latest setback for the 
telephone companies came 
July 18, when the United 
States Court of Appeals for 
the Ninth . Circuit affirmed 
the orders of the U.S. Dis- 
fiict Court, which denied 
preliminary injun c t i o n s 
against the PUC order. 

The order was originally 
issued, on September 13, 

1977, In it, the PUC required 
the utilities to refund cer¬ 
tain monies paid by rate- 
I'.ayers for years prior to 

1978, and to make rate re¬ 
ductions for the year 1978 
and beyond. 

As of December 31, 1977, 
the amount of the refunds 
was $205,586,000 and $65,- 
440,000 for PT & T and GT 
respectively. 

The rate reductions or¬ 
dered were $60,494,000 and 
$12,653,000 annually for the 
two companies. The specific 
refund and rate reduction 
lier cistomer will depend on 
the refund and reduction 
plans adopetd by the PUC, 
when the matter is finally 
settled. 

Pacific and General had 
argued ot the federal dis¬ 
trict court that the PUC de¬ 
cision should be stayed while 
they sought to litigate cer¬ 
tain tax questions raised by 
he PUC decision. 

The Ninth Circuit affirmed 
the district court’s rejection 
of this argument, holding 
.under the doctrine of res 
judicata that the utilities 
were precluded from re argu¬ 
ing the validity of the com¬ 
mission’s decision, since they 
had unsuccessfully appealed 
the deciison to both the Cali¬ 
fornia and U.S, Supreme 
Courts,

August 14, 1914 
Mrs. Anita Baldwin Me- 
Claughrv, daughter of 
"Lucky” Baldwin, who is In 
Paris, decided to give up all 
thought of laying in a store 
of “feminine vanities,” as 
she termed them, in the 
French capital, and used the 
money instead as a donation 
to those upon whom misfor¬ 
tune has descended because 
of the war. The owner of 
"Anoakia,” Just south o^f 
Sierra Madre, gave $5000 to 
the American commit tee 
looking after the interest of 
stranded Americans, and 
also gave $2500 to a fund 
for French women and chil¬ 
dren who are suffering be¬ 
cause of the departure of 
their husbands and fathers 
for the front. She said she 
did not think it right to 
spend money in gratifying 
her vanity when it could be 
used to so much better ad¬ 
vantage in this time of 
stress. 

Sierra Madre’s tax rate 
will be $1.70 on each $100 
of valuation for the coming 
year as the result of action 
taken last night by the city 
trustees.

Established — Per Capita

Volunteer Department Is 76 
Cents — The annual report 
of the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department sub¬ 
mitted to the Council Wed¬ 
nesday evening shows a re¬ 
markable record, probably 
unmatched by any city of 
equal area and population 
in America. The per capita 
cost of maintaining the 
highly efficient organization 
was 76 cents.
